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REMARKS 


Jji a telephone conversation between the Examiner and Gordon D. Coplcin on August 31, 
2004, the Examiner indicated that there were minor errors in clarnis 25 and 26 presented m the 
amendment dated August 20, 2004 which were otherwise allowable. The foregoing amendment 
makes these corrections. 

The Examiner also questioned claims 9 and 10 in that they did not recite specific 
elements of the spectrum analyzer set forth in these clams. The amendment adds to the 
monochromator of claims 1 and 6 further elements which together with the monochromator of each 
of claims 1 and 6, forms the spectrum analyzer. 

The Examiner indicated that the claims presented in the amendment of August 20, 2004 
otherwise appeared to be allowable. 

Accordingly, the foregoing amendment clearly places the application in condition for 


allowance.
